Massachusetts, Mr. A. W. Pope and 
David Loring and the members of their 
families have arrived in town and have 
been assigned to the appartm ents re­ 
served for the personal party of the 
president-elect. 
Mr. Gage, who will relieve Secretary 
Carlisle of charge of the treasury de­ 
partm ent in a few days, is expected to 
arrived today from Hot Springs Va., 
where he has been for several days 
part. 
Quite a number of distinguished 
Ohioans and others arrived at the Ar­ 
lington today. 
Among them being 
Chairman Mark Hanna. Senator-elect 
Forakcr and Governor Bushnell and 
staff. 
Colonel J. J. McCook of New 
York, will stop at the Arlington. 
The 
date of his arrival has not yet been 
determined on. 
The new postmaster 
general, James A. Gary, wife and fonr 
daughters, will arrive in the city Mon 
day aud have engaged quarters at the 
Normandie. 
Among the officials of prominence 
who will be at the Shoreham are Gov­ 
ernor Tanner and staff of Illinois, and 
Governor Lowndes aud staff of Mary­ 
land. 
The Illinois chief executive will 
get here Sunday or Monday aud that is 
the time fixed for Governor Lowndes' 
arrival. 
(iovernor Drake and party of Iowa 
will have quarters at W illards’ aud are 
to be rn the city on Wednesday. 
The 
Marquette club of Chicago will be here 
on the same day. 
Colonel and M e 
Fred Grant and Mrs. General G rant 
will arrive here on the morning of the 
4th, as will Mrs. Leland Stanford of 
California aud laurty.

The parade necessarily will be a long 
one, but by marching the columns at 
half distance and in platoons of 12 files 
each, it is expected that the whole par 
ade will move at the rate of 12,00u an 
hour, which will make the whole time 
of the parade about three hours.

The Indian bill was taken up and then 
laid aside for a 8-hours’ general discus­ 
sion of the Sangutlly case and the effect 
of the pardon. 
Mr Morgan secured the adoption of 
another resolution, calling for inform a­ 
tion as to the imprisonment of George 
Washington Aguirre. 
Mr. Morgan also 
reviewed the Sanguilly case, declaring 
that the action of the senate Thursday 
had wurned Spain against a collision 
with the United States, aud had moved 
the queen regent to the unusual expedi­ 
ent or a pardon by cable.

He Suffers a Whipping From Gomez 
and Heavy Losses. 


H a v a n a , Feb 27.—The advices from 
Santa Clam are that in the battle at 
Ceniza, the loss of the Spanish under 
Captain W eyler amounted to 500 killed 
and wounded. 
In the battle at Calaba­ 
sas and Cabaiguan the Spanish losses 
are reported to have been equally as 
large, but the Spanish dead aud wound­ 
ed were sent to Sancti Spiritus and def­ 
inite figures cannot be obtained. 
In 
these two battles General Gomez com­ 
manded in person. 
The fighting has been continuous on 
W eyler’g march through Santa Clara, 
and the Cuban patriots have scored 
numerous victories. 
The battles of 
Cen ira resulted in a complete rout for 
the Spanish commanded by General 
Leg ara. 
He was met by the patriots 
under General Carrillo and 
Colonel 
Mirabal, and his two battalions were 
held in check and then forced back, the 
Cubans charging with their machetes. 
One field piece moan ted on an eminence 
did terrible execution. 
General begum reformed his forces 
and, with two new battalions, again 
charged the 
Cuban forces and was 
again repulsed, with heavy losses. 
In 
this battle Captain Johu Linn, a young 
American from Jacksonville. Fla., who 
landed in Cuba with the second expedi­ 
tion carried by the Three Friends, com- 
maudud a dynamite gun in General 
Carrillo’s command and, with this ter­ 
rible weapon, literally mowed down the 
Spa uisn.

pleads with him to tell the whole story. 
Appcftl Not Aniwcred. 
As yet the appeal has not been an­ 
swered by the son, who still hopes that 
something will intervene to save his 
life. 
W ith Jackson’s steadfast refusal 
to divulge tho aw ful secret he holds 
W alling in K?eady terror. 
W alling 
wants him to tell all and he also wants 
the story to go to the Bryan family 
first and then to the governor of K en­ 
tucky. 
It has always been the belief of many 
connected with the case that there was 
a third party in it, a belief that is borne 
out by the statem ent of Jackson that 
was made on the morning following his 
arrest.
